When Walter B. Stevens, < "W. 
B 8.") of the St. Louts Globe Dem- 
ocrat, was In Owensboro laat week 
grinding out political fairy tales lor 
bis paper, be teok occasion to look 
into tbe cellulose Industry and an 
interesting story is tbe result. After 
going into tbe history of tbe location 
of tbe experimental plant in Owens- 
boro, its destruction by Are and a 
description of the present great fac 
lory, be says: 

Since Mardsden set up bis great 
experimental plant whicb demonslra 
ted the practicability of extracting 
tbe pitb tbe company auueeeding to 
the valuable patent has improved In 
scores of ways on tbe mechanical 
ideas of the inventor. Fifty men 
now do with tbe improved devices 
what required 250 as tbe plant wat 
originally planned. Tbe process has 
been cheapened marvelonsly. Tnere 
by tbe Industry haa greatly Increased 
in impor'ance. Tbe 600 borse pow- 
er tskes tbe place of many human 
nds. This season has added to 
t. e facilities, besides other featuresi 
a floating factory equipped with cut- 
ting machinery. The huge boat will 
be towed up and down the Ohio 
thirty Ave miles, gathering and cot- 
ting stalks from tbe fields adjacent 
to landings. These river bottoms 
grow fine cornstalks, of which the 
proportion of pith is large. 

Three products come from tbe pro 
cess which Mardsden invented. Tbey 
are, in tbe order of tbeir importance, 
though not in tae order of tbeir pro- 
duction: 

1. Cellulose, of two grades, accord 

ing to size, 
t, Leaves and shives in bundles 
3. Ground feed. 

In theory there should be 200 
pen mis of pith in 2,000 pounds, or 
a ton, of corn stalks. In practical 
results tbe cellulose factory extracts 
from 120 to 140 poundaof pitb from 
a ton of etalks. About 1,100 pounds 
out of a ton goes into tbe bound 
coarser product of leaves and shives. 
The remainder is the grcund feed 
This ground feed is being used as a 
base for combination food. It ia in 
demand where tbe economies o> 
growth and fattening receive tbe 
most careful attention. Quantities 
of this ground food arc shipped from 
the Owensboro factory to Germany 
and to Denmark. In tboee countriee 
it is mixed with other material, par- 
ticularly blood and molases, to make 
a milk and fat producing food. This 
ground sbives will absorb from three 
to five times its own weight ot liquid 
and, atter a little drying, is in con- 
dition to keep and to be bandied. 
In Maryland and in New York ex- 
periments have been conducted with 
this as a basis for a cattle ration, and 
tbe results are euoh that the ground 
Marsden food seems likely to play 
no small part in tbe encouragement 
of the lusty infant industry of celiu 
lose manufacture. 

a fabmer'i profit. 
The cellulose Jactory takes tbe 
cornstalks as tbey come in tbe shock 
The stalks mutt be dry. Tbey should 
not be cut too olose to tbe ground 
Tbete are about all of tbe oonditiont 
applied in tbe purchase of raw ma- 
terial from tbe farmere. The corn 
stalks now going into cellulose were 
grown last year. Thia j ear's crop 
will not be sufficiently seasoned for 
severs! months. Tbe company will 
soon commenoe receiving the stalks 
of this year's giowth aod stacking 
them In the spring tbe fa lory wil 
begin on tbe stock of 1899 Fanners 
haul the stalks to Owensboro. The* 
receive $3 75 a ton del Tired. No 
work beyond loading and hauling 
and unloading is nq aired, The 
coin i any accepts the stalks jutl as 
they are after the corn is busked. 
An avtrage acre of tbe fields about 
Owensboro will yield two tons of 
stalks when delivered in the lata fall.

sny demand for them. Between tbe 
t'.O cents an acre and tbe 13 75 a ton 
lies the margin of profit to the far- 
mer who bas a cellulose factory 
within hanling distance. Some of 
these farmers realized last year as 
much from ttalks as from oars. 
This establishment at Owensboro is 
patting between 140,000 and $50,000 
a year into tbe pockets of tbe near 
by farmers in return for no further 
effort on their part than a little extra 
labor by themselves and tbeir teams 
daring tbe slack season of tbe yesr. 
The supply comes principally from 
ithin ten miles of tbe city. It 
sweepo clean about 7,000 acres. 
Fodder must be loaded and hauled 
from the field to the feed lot. Tbe 
additional distance in the haul to 
to en is tbe measure or labor which 
cqnired to make ac acre of corn- 
stalks yield $7 50 instead of 60 cents 
or less. This is the economic view 
of the cellulose industry from tbe 
corn growers' point at view. 

IXTRACTINU TTE F1TH. 

The first step in tbe process is 
very mucb like the cornstalk cutting 
with which farmers thought to |* 
crease tbe value of fodder some years 
ago. The stslks, with leavee Bad 
tassels and busks attached, arc fed 
into a great cutter, which ohopa 
every thU^ ia4o a.x-rturh ItBgtns, and 
in so doing raises a dust as dense and 
disagreeable aa tbat at tbe tail end 
of a threshing machine. From tbe 
cutter tbe short pieces or stalks and 
isaves travel by a conveyor into lar- 
ge drums. At the drums revolve tbe 
fragments of stalks fall through 
sieves, while tbe leaves are carried 
to tbe other end of tbe drum and 
dropped into large receptacles. Here 
e ids tbe journey for so mucb of tbe 
leivet aod hutks ard tassels as was 
not cut or broken small enough to 
past through tbe sieves of the drums 
Tbis first product of tbe process is 
baled just as hay and alfalfa and 
strsw are. It i* put into bundles, 
tightly compressed and bound, 
weighing from seventy to 100 pounds 
and is ready for tbe market as cattle 
food. Tbe first separation removes 
about one-half in weight ot the ma- 
terial which entered tbe cutter. 

Now begins tbi mo-e elaborate 
and delicite process or shredding 
aad grinding the broken and cut 
rragmente or stalka, ao at to aepar- 
ate tbe pitb from tbo shell and joints 
Tbe bard outer sbsll of tbe stalk, at 
broken by tbe machinery through 
which it passes, it is called sbives In 
tbe cellulose factory. Tbe joints 
which divide the stalk into sections 
are called nodes. To separate shives 
and nodea from tbe delicate and fea 
tber-weight pitb is the serious pnrt 
of cellulose manufacture. Tbis taket 
place in tbe great brick building 
which *s the cellulose factory pro- 
per. Into this building sbives and 
nodes and pith, with some smsll 
fragments ot leaves which pastes the 
sieves, are brought by a conveyor. 

1NUKN10U8 MACHINERY, 

One screening aUer another effects 
gradual separation. Tbe larger frag 
menta of shives and nodes node*, so 
much hsavier than the bits of pith, 
are drawn out from tbe mass by a 
cartful application of just tbe right 
degree of gravity. These go Into 
the coarser feed. Later comes s 
grinding process which reduces pith 
and all to pieces no more than a (juar 
ter of au inch in length Tbe final 
proceeaes are tbe most delicate 
Through tbe revolv ng drums is for.

That which roost interests the gen- 
eral public is tbe utility of the cellu- 
lose. At it comet from the final se- 
paration tbe coarser quality of the 
corn pith passes into huge tacks 
holding perhaps ten bushels. When 
it is stated tbat one of tbete filled 
tacks will weigh forty pounds, an 
idea may be formed of tbe exceeding 
lightness of corn pith. But the cel- 
lulose is not Tuit ready for tbe war- 
ship. It ondergoet a not elaborate 
chemical treatment which giveo it a 
fireproof quality. Tnen tbo loose 
cellulose is poured into long molds, 
where six tons of hydraulic pressure 
turns out at a time eighteen cakes or 
blocks of compressed pitb. These 
blocks are are of uniform size. Tbey 
sre six inches square and thick. 
Tbey weigh from eight to nine 
pounds. In this form tbs cellulose 
Is inspected by a United States offi- 
cer, who is stationed at the factory. 
Kai h block it placed in a box of 
heavy cardboard. The boxes are 
packed in large cats*.

Thus the product goei to the ship- 
building yards, to be packed time 
feet thick in a great belt surrounding 
tbe vessel and extending below and 
above the watex Jine. A battleebip 
like the Kentucky requires 110,000 
pounds of cellulose for Its cofferdam. 
For cruisers like the New York and 
Brooklyn tbe filling takeo 210,000 
pounds. Tbe Russian naval engi- 
neers built a cofferdam sir feet thick. 
They packed into it three feet of 
cellulose. 1 bey fired six Inch shells 
through the dam Tbe water pour- 
ed in The cellulose swelled. In a 
brier time tbe bole was completely 
closed closed and tbe leakage ceased 
entirely. Tne demonstration was 
made as nearly like tbat which mi- 
ght be expected in battle as wat pot- 
tible. Tbe protection was perfect 
After repeated trials tbe Huttiana

For corn pitb many other uses 
than the warship packing arc being 
found. Indeed, if thai were all or 
the demand for tbe pitb it is doubt- 
ful if the Marsden company would 
be building new plants and multi- 
plying the output bv five Probably 
tbe largest use of cellulose in the 
near future will be as the bate of 
smokeless powder. No', long ago a 
gun at Sandy Hook charged with 
usual amount of smokeless powder 
burst with terrific force. When the 
powder in the magazine waa exam- 
ined it was discovered tbat chemical 
change bad doubled tbe explosive 
powder. That is tbe danger from 
smokeless powder manufactured with 
cotton and wiib other materials for 
the base; It seems to be impossible 
to eliminate foreign acids. The pow- 
der either mcreaseB In force or di- 
minishes through chemical action. 
Deterioration tetHin. Cellulose teems 
to Lc the one article to purely neu 
tral and free from acids and olio as 
to preserve tmokelest powder in tbe 
condition it is manufactured.

1'aper board 
making is not part or the industry 
at Owensboro, but tbe shell ct the 
cornstalk os It came, from tbe septr 
ator v> in taken by a paper u ^-ifsc 
tory, turned into pi lp and Um m 
tor ul for the boxeo «a« tbo rem t 
The experiment has demonstrated 
tbo practicability of corn stalk pulp 
fur paper uauufacure. With the 



growth of tbe cellulose industry and 
the great increase of the aheil or 
sbiveo product goeo the suggestion 
that paper making from tbat portion 
of tbe corn stalk may become a nota- 
ble industry. Corn stalk pulp moy 
toke the place of wood pulp to a eon 
hiderable extent. To tbe by-producU 
of the maize may bo added paper 
from shi vet. In time also will come 
the employment of of this pith aa a 
substitute in many ways for mineral 
wool. Corn cellnlooe is a perfect 
non conductor to heat and cold. It 
may become the lining of tbo rofri-

The patient has been isolated and 
there it little danger of tbe disease 
spreading, especially if everybody u 
vaccinated. The smallpox is not n 
tectioua, that ii you can not contrsi t 
it from a case until after tiio h'eakirg 
out s.age, when the sorea begin to 
run, then and not until then is it con- 
tagious. This negro was confined 
several days before that period, ane 
we have takeu strict measures toketl 
the family entirely cm off from i.iher», 
and propose to se<> that this is d.oie if 
we have to put guards on duty. 
While as I have said there is no dan- 
ger before the breaking out of the 
disease on a pa'ient, yet we have 
isolated all perrons who were with 
him immediately prior to this and 
shall conliue them until all danger is 
past." 

While a great many people do not 
believe that it is smallpox, every pre- 
caution is taken against its spread 
*nd these steps were likens > prompt' 
iy that tbe health i flicers think than 
is little danger of its spreadiug in any 
event. After the imt fright and a 
thorough investigation, the peopla if 
Marion are going about their buoineii 
a* usual. 

On Mr. H, M. O ink's farm twelve 
mile* north of town, there are tw. 
sick men and it is thought that they 
also have the smallpox. Dr. C. E, 
Moreland, the attending physician, 
was in town Mouday; he raid that he 
was not satisfied that it was smal'p .x; 
while the indications were not aatb 
'■ctory, the patients had been to 
Cave-io-Rock, wbere.it is rapovtod*, 
there is smallpox, and he thought it 
necessary to taka the usual pr- cau- 
tions until further deve.'o^uiHiits. A 
quarantine was estabisltd a-ainst 
Caveiu-Koc'j, and titer a will bear 
more crossing ol the river at that 
point forthe present.

Rev Adam Clark Johiuon died of 
appoplexy at bis home in Quitman, 
Arkansas, last Sunday morning 
The relatives hero have received no 
particulars of nia death, and it is 
surmised that the funeral has occur- 
red, or will occur at (Juitman. 

Mr, Johnson was born in Caldwell 
county, near Princeton, Ky , in Jan 
uary 1832, and was the youngest 
but one of seven children. In Nov- 
ember, 1434, his parents, Rev. John 
and Susannah Johnson, emigrated 
to Jefferson couuty. Illinois, and set- 
tled in Mt. Vernon. His father was 
a Methodist preacher and had preach 
ed through a number of southern 
slates, notably Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Misssi>Bippi. Clark, as be was 
generally called, was about two ami 
a half yeura old when bis parents 
came to tdis county. They settled 
on a farm and the father also preach 
cd and begun the work of advauiing 
Uie cause of religion and Methodism 
in this section. 

At the age of It) Claike return d 
to Kentucky ami begun the study of 
medicine in tue office of his broib >. 
Dr. Thomas Jobnron. His memory, 
for which he was ever in after years 
fuinoue, was n iie.l al this lime and 
showed itseif in t'10 remarkable man- 
ner in which he could recite almost 
verbatim page after page of tLe med 
ieal works he bat! re id. He over 
taxed Ins m-ntal and physical stren- 
gth, however, and had to abandon 
his studies, and it is not kno-vn whe- 
ther he ever was admitted to the 
practice uf medicine, though ho « as 
usually addressed as doctor. He 
taught school in Kentucky, and 
about 18l>0 or '02 w«s married to 
Miss Margaret Sweeney in OrlttM 
den county, Ky. Later he returned 
to Mt, Vernon, where taught school 
at times, and for several years vaa 
employed in the circuit clerk's r rtl. 
c by Uncle Jobnule Bogan, tbui 
clerk. 

Jobnsou was a Methodist preach 
or, hut at one time occupied the pul
